The Kootenal-at 34 feet, three 
feci oljove flood atage — broke 
through Its third dike In a week 
early Saturday morning. More than 
4.000 ol the 30,000 acres of farm land 
In the area are now under water. 

The river Is causing the most 
trouble near the towns of Banners 
Perry where 650 soldiers and clvlUon 
v,-orkera have established flood con- 
trol headquarters. They have been 
building up and reenlarelnii -a 00- 
mlle dike system all week on a 
round-lhe-clock schedule,
